PIRACY REGULATIONS. 


Few topics have caused s0 
much controversial ‘discussion 
locally as the piracy regulations, 
new-and old. Just as everybody 
in those recent years of evil 
memory seemed to know exactly 
how to finish the. war, so every- 
one has been ready to voice his 
opinion of how to suppress piracy 
in these waters. Now that the 
public has the new regulations 
before it, all can have another 
tourney with those who differ 
from their views. In fact, there 
are already rutnours of ‘a a 
quieting nature abroad. The 
new piracy regulations had. we 
presumed, been drawn up by the 
local authorities in consultation 
with experts and with those 
directly affected, but later news 
contradicts this supposition. If 
guards are still retained, it surely 
must have been because someone 
competent to judge had decided 
that they cannot be dispensed 


\with; in: spite of the instances 


where they have been found 
wanting. If grilles are adhered 
to it must medh that someone 
thought them absolutely necess- 
ary. In ‘short, if defence fs to 
form the keynote of the new rule, 
as it evidently is, then the most 
thorough form of defence must 
naturally be provided. On a 
study of the new regulations, we 
find they embody the idea that 
strenuous" resistance ‘will be a 
check on Chinese pirates, but we 
think this is a matter of opinion. 
One might query the fairness of 
the order that ships’ officers 
should risk their lives in defence 
of their vessels were the matter 
to be left at that; but it is known 
that there are reciprocal Govern- 
ment measures—in which “the 
Navy is not unconcerned—that 
are being kept secret. The re- 
gulations in the Government 
Gazette refer in no way to naval 
work, but to the conduct of mat- 
ters on the ships themselves, yet 
we may be sure that the Silent 
Service, though it might con- 
tinue to be silent, will neverthe- 
less give the service required of 
jt under the circumstances, But, 
and it is a hig but, we. should 
like to know more about this 
possible naval co-operation. " 

The omission of any regulation 
dealing with wireless is appar- 
ently owing’ to the installation 
of such an adjunct having, after 
duc consideration, boen consider- 
ed impracticable. Radic appara- 
tus is certainly of a very vulner- 
ably nature, and there are other 
things to be taken into account— 
such as the provision of oper- 
ators, and the big additional ex- 
ape a

necessary reforms embodied: in 
theinaw rules, inctuding the pro- 
vision that the cnly commanica- 
tion with the engine-room when 
im the danger rone shall be by 
way of the bridge deck, and the 
grouping of officers’ and guards’ 
quarters in specially protected 
sectors, If officers are expacted 
to offer resistance to the pirates, 
it is natura) that they should be 
obliged: 40 catry arms all the 
time that they are in the danger 
zones, Dhese provisions, in con- 
; in 
matters of weapons and bullet- 
proof shelters, certainly appear 
to offer a formidable* opposition 
to any future attampt at piracy. 
matter comes to 
this—cither there is to be such 
a measure of offensive defence 
that pirates will not find it worth 
their while to go aboard dis- 
guised ss passengers, or else 
absolute discration must be left 
to the officers to resist or not. 
according to the circumstances 
obtaining. We find that the 
former course has been decided 
upon, and we should not like to 
think that the Government has 
come to its decision without 
seeking the. advice of all concern- 
ed and carefully weighing every 
factor involved-in the subject of 
local piracy prevention. 


There are cortain points to be 
considered which appear to have 
bafiled the authorities—or so we 
gather from the absence of any 
mention of them. It is all very 
well to have an impregnable 
bridge, but that would be almost 
useless in the case of the engine- 
room being made untenable; 
which is what would -probably 
happen during a pirate attack. 
It is essential to have ventilation 
in the botler-rooms, “and this 
means that, however much the 
pirates might be prevented from 
entering, there is little to stop 
them from. shooting down a 
whole-engine craw if they be so 
minded; or’ murdering any 
hostages they might select. 


That, we understand, is the 


principal argument against ‘re- [' 


sisting to the uttermost. This 
leaves out of account another 
factor—the . persons! one of 
whether, ships officers (including 
engineers) are to be made armed 
defenders of their ships without 
corresponding compensations. Re- 
sistance might well mean death 
or serious wounds. Is there to 
be any pension scheme for a dis- 
abled man or the dependants of 
one who, by order of the Govera- 
ment, falls in defence of his em- 
ployers’ property? Are special 
allowances to be made fer men 
who admittedly have to earn 
their.daily bread within a danger 
zone? These are but two ques- 
tions that we hear being asked. 
It seems, to us that the public as 
a whole would like to know more 
about the measures contemplated 
by the powers-that-be. A policy 
of secrecy can sometimes be 
overdone. So itis in. no carping 
spirit that we'ask the Govern- 
ment to take the public further 
into‘its confidence. And finally, 
when we consider.the thatter of 
the officers’ and engineers’ 
guilds, we wonder whether a 
little courtesy on the part of 
those in authority might not have 
been of benefit to all concerned. 
The guilds have sent in sugges- 
tions from time to: time, and we 
trust that, even if they have not 
been acknowledged, they have at 
least been considered in the con- 
ferences which debated’ the 
matter of piracy. suppression. 
As matters stand at present, thare 
is every promise of furthar bitter 
controversy, and the whole ques- 
tion isin a regrettable state of flux.

The controversy with regard to 
the proposed Singapore naval 
base still continues to be waged 
in- earnest. The position of the 
Labour Government inthis regard 
is not an enviable. one, Having 
decided that the scheme is ‘un- 
necessary, at present, it will doubt- 
less be represented in come circles 
as beingneglectful of the Empire's 
real needs. It would appear that 
evan amongst experts opinion is 
divided on the issue, but we find 
ourselves at one with Mr. Ram- 
say Macdonald when he regrets 
that Admiralty officers should be 
used as pawns in the political 
game over this queation. The 
Premier. is evidently quite pre- 
pared that the Government shoul 
shoulder_a!l responsibility for the 
finat decision, which is as it should 
be. Incidentally, Admiral Stur- 
dee’s ples that if the scheme is 
later “agreed to, Australia, New 
Zealand and “everyone interested 
in China trade? should help in 
shouldering the cost is one which 
brings Hongkong into more direct 
interest in. the matter. We 
wonder what our own Govern- 
ment and commercial men think 
ofthe suggestion? - . 


TENANTS CHARGED. 
SEQUEL TO PROPERTY 
DEMOLITION. 

When an architect's represen- 
tative walked into a house in 
Wellington Street yesterday with 
the information that it was the 
landlord's intention to pull the 
building down, he was set npon 
by a number of irate tenants 
who gave him cause later to com- 
plain to the Police, Mr.C.A.S. 
Russ who defended one of the 
inmates at the Police Court this 
morping on a charge of assault, 
said in effect that landlords did 
not always display diplomacy in 
such matters, and g0metimes pro- 
ceeded to pull down the buildings 
straightway. The Magistrate (Mr. 
£. W. Hamilton), whilst sympath- 
ising with the arcused, said he had 
a legal means cFseckinga redress, 
but did wrong in assaulting the 
man. He was bound, over in a 
sum of $50 to keep the peace for 
six months. . 

In a second case, when the 
‘workmen came round the tenant 
of a house in Des Voeux Road 
Central went out on the verandah 
and kept up a continuous blast on 
his police whiatle. This continued 
for half-an-hour according to the 
statement of the. prosecuting 
police officer. The impression 
was given that either a fire had 
broken out, or that # serious arm- 
ed robbery had taken place. It 
drew to the spot not-only all the 
available police officers, but also 
the Fire Brigade. oe 

The tenant, at the Police Court 
this morning, pleaded that the 
men who came -on to the floor 
were proceeding to put up scaf- 
folding with the intention ‘of 
demolishing his house, He ad- 
mitted that he had received 
shree months’ notice, but bad not 
enough time to take away the 
whole of his belongings. oe 

Bis Worship said he had consi- 
siderable sympathy. for the tenant, 
but he had -ereated a disturbance 
and would be fined $5... -

ate unable to give any definite 
information regarding the where- 
abouts of the missing launch, and 
they state that they travelled by 
threp different country ferries 
before finally reaching Kong- 
moon. They tell a moet interest- 
ing story.of their.experiances. 

It seems that when the Kwong 
Shun left Shamshuipo for Hong- 
kong last Sunday week. there 
were over eighty passangers 
aboard, including more than ten 
women and a number of children: 
They had not gone far before the 
pirates produced revolvers, seized 
the bridge, forced the passengers 
into holds; put out the lights. and 
steered tha launch in the direc- 
tion of Capsuimun. Herded, 
together in much discomfort, the 
passengers spent the night in the 
holds and: consequently could 
not. see ‘where they were 
going. Noxt morning at about 
7 o'clock they arrived at 
a.spot somewhere near the 
pirates’ stronghold, but it was 
three hours before three long. 
boats, incharged of armed men, 
came alongside. Inthe meantime 
the pirates carried out a syste- 
matic robbery of the passengers. 

When the long-boats arrived, 
the passengers were taken as- 
hore in small parties, but the 


q|crew left on board in charge of 


armed guards. On landing, the 
passengers were manacled and 
then marched to the pirates” 
stronghold, about an hour's walk 
away. They were then separated, 
all excepting the coolies and 
women being placed in small 
sheds. During their period of 


captivity, the eighteen passengers} 


who have arrived back here were 
fairly well treated and given a 
measure of freedom, but the 
village was so well protected by 
the pirates, who even had their 
sentries, that escape was impos-, 
sible. They were still manacled 
even during mealtimes, when all 
the kidnapped people were taken 
into one big common matshed, 
used as a dining-room. 

From statemetits made by the 
released passengers, it seems that 
the pirate leader is a young man 
pamed Won Ng, andthat the long- 
‘boats which were used to convey 
them ashore al! flew flag bear- 
ing the character “Wong.” This 
pirate leader told the coolies and 
women during the first day of 
their captivity, that they robbed 
the rich.to benefit the poor. 

On Saturday morning, the-six- 
teen coolies and two women were 
told that-they were to be released, 
and on their being handed e dollar 
each for their travelling expenses, 
the pirate leader told them to in- 
form the people of Hongkong 
how geuerously they had been 
treated. In -charge of armed 
guards, the party set out on foot 
and about two hours later reach- 
ed a wharf. Hore ther were 
placed in a boat in charge of 
other pirates and later trans- 
ferred to two other ferries, the 
last.of which took” them to 
Pakkai, Kongmoon. Later, they 
went aboard the On Lee, the 
captain of which, on hearing who 
they were, gave them refresh- 


ments and allowed thom to travel |2° 


in the saloon. — . 

Owing to the darkness and the 
strangeness of the country, the 
released passengers are unable to 
recognise the ‘route by which 
they came, and they cannot say 
where the launch is. It is, 
however, thought “in some 
quarters that the Kwong Shun is 
at present at Yuen Kong. * :
